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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Castellon (USP 6,434,7740 in view of Brown (USP 1 ,083,054). The patent to 
Castellon discloses a cleaning device (10) comprising a "housing" (30) with a "graspable 
portion" and further including an auxiliary handle (27) secured to a portion of the 
housing. The patent to Castellon discloses the invention substantially as claimed with 
the exception of the particular manner of securing the handle. The patent to Brown 
discloses the securing of an auxiliary handle to the handle (1 1 ) of a device and which 
includes a main body (B) comprising first and second (12,13) portions coupled with a 
hinge and associated with a sliding locking member (15) to clamp the handle in place on 
the tool. With regard to the broad recitation of the locking member sliding, the member 
(15) would be capable of some linear movement and as such would be sliding insofar 
as the claims define the movement. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
to have modified the device of Castellon as such as it is shown to be an art-recognized 
equivalent means for releasably securing a handle to a tool. The use of a living hinge 
between the two portions would be obvious to one of ordinary skill for the purpose of 
limiting the number of parts and providing for ease of manufacture. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3,5-20 and 24-26 are allowed. 

4. Claim 23 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 14 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive with respect to claim 21 . Applicant's comments with regard to claim 21 
only really dealt with the patent to Crabtree (USP 6,360,402), as the "Velcro" strips 
failed to read on a slidable locking element. With regard to the second rejection of claim 
21 (Castellon in view of Brown), applicant merely refers to the previous comments. This 
is non-persuasive in that the points raised regarding the patent to Crabtree are not 
applicable to the second rejection of claim 21 . Also, the other claims which have been 
amended to recite a slidable locking member have also been amended in other 
respects as well.
